This message is not a criticism 


of those who believe in industrial 
unionism when that plan of organ- 
ization is practicable. It is, rather, 
a letter of caution to the workenss 
not to be misled by wilful persons 


with ulterior motives. 

In their desperation to control 
the movement, these enemies of 
unity have succeeded in dividing 


several unions in the state, disre- 
zarding bargaining agreements se- 
cured by and through the efforts 
of central bodies, state federations 
of labor, district and state coun- 
cils, international unions and the 
American Federation of Labor, 
during many years of effort. 

Communist Activities Against 

Labor 

One of the most menacing ac- 
tivities of this group of conspir- 
ators from the camp of commu- 
nism is the effort to take over the 
legislative functions of the Wis- 
consin State Federation of Labor, 
of the primary functions of 
the state labor body. 

Two years ago they helped kill 
our labor disputes bill. They in- 
stigated the calling of a confer- 
ence to “consider labor legisla- 
tion.” They countered the pro- 
gram of the Wisconsin Federation 
and made a futile attempt by pro- 
moting most impossible measures.

' Scharrenberg Tells Shipowners It 
Is Here To Stay—Says Success 
Is Based on Peaceful Relations 


Shipowners may as well make up 
their minds that the International 
Seamen's Union of America is here 
to stay and that it is up to then 
to decide whether it shall be under 


conservative or communistic man- 
agement. This was the plainly 
worded declaration made by Paul 


Scharrenberg, legislative represen- 
tative of the union in Washington, 
| in an address before the Propeller 
| club at a luncheon meeting in the 
Downtown Athletic club in New 
York City. 

Referring to his own experience, 
; Scharrenberg said he had been an 
A. B. on the three skysail yarder 
New York 40 years ago. He 
plained that in the early days ship- 
owners were in doubt as_ to 
whether the seamen’s union was 
permanently established. Continual 
upsets resulted between shipown- 
ers and workers. 

Strike of 1921 

From 1907 until 1921 there were 
satisfactory contractual relations 
between the seamen and the ship- 
owners on the Pacific coast. But 
in 1921 the seamen’s union had a 
big fight resulting from conditions 
in the world war. During the war 
seamen’s wages had been increased 
from $45 to $95 a month. Follow- 
jing the war the shipowners at- 
tempted to reduce their expenses, 
but the seamen refused to consider 
wage cuts. He pointed out that the 
bulk of American tonnage at that 
time by the govern- 
ment and the seamen were defeat- 
ed with the result that wages came 
| down to $25 or less.

Mutual Interest of All Workers 

“Government reports show that 
when the wage income of city la- 
bor amounted to about $10,000,000,- 
0CO a year, the income of farmers 
was about $10,000,000,000 a year. 
When income of labor dropped to 
about $7,000,000,000 a year, income 
of farmers dropped to about $7,- 
000,000,000 a year. As income of 
city workers rose or fell, income of 
farmers rose or fell in proportion. 
This shows that farmers and city 

workers must help each other in 
POL O SEEEROE? order to save themselves. 

“So the National Farmers’ Union 
and the American Federation of 
Labor have approved and confirm- 
ed the agreement of their commit- 
tees, whereby members of the la- 
bor unions would purchase farm 
union products only from mer- 
chants who display the farmers’ 
union label and shop card and that 
members of the farmers’ union 
would purchase union made goods 
only from merchants who display 
the union label, shop card and but- 
ton. 

Label Would Ban Cheap Foreign 
Goods 

“The importance and possibilities 
for good to be accomplished by this 
action are beyond the power of our 
imagination to conceive. It means 
that when the members of the 
farmers’ union become numerous 
enough to supply the wool and cot- 
ton, the union textile workers will 
refuse to spin a pound of wool or 
cotton, unless the farmers’ union 
label (the plow, hoe and rake) is

CAN'T THIS CONTRACT 
BE CANCELED? 


The decision of the national la 
bor relations board that Remin; 
ton Rand., Ine., has resorted t 
wholesale violations of the na 
tional labor relations act in its wa 
against trade unionism among its 
6,000 employes may result in’ th 
cancelation by the social securits 
board of a $57,000 contract fo: 
photographic supplies awarded to 
the anti-union company before th: 
labor board announcing its rul 
ing. 

An American Federation of La 
bor union called the strike against 
Remington Rand last May becauss 
of the company’s definite anti 
union policy. Six thousand worker 
in a number of states were in 
volved in the strike. The labor re¢ 
lations board ordered the company 
to reemploy 4,000 workers who art 
still on strike. 

John P. Frey, president of the 
metal trades department of the 
American Federation of Labor, ha: 
already criticised the social secur 
ity board for awarding the con 
tract to Remington Rand. Mr. Frey 
said he understood it was the policy 
of the social security board to with 
hold contracts from firms know: 
to have applied unfair labor prac 
tices. 

Arthur Altmeyer, chairman of 
ihe social security board, issued ; 
statement in which he stated that 
“it is the policy of the social se 
curity board to avoid making pur 
chases from the Remington Rand 
company so long as it engages in 
practices charged by the labo: 
board.” 

With regard to the $57,500 con- 
tract for photographic records 
against which complaint was made, 
Mr. Altmeyer said, “the social se- 
curity board was advised by its 
technicians and its lawyers that 
under federal regulations govern- 
ing purchases it had no. other 
course in the matter,” adding: 

“However, the social security, 
board has directed that the entire 
question be reconsidered for pur- 
poses of determining whether any 
other course is now open to the 
board.” 

One paragraph of the labor re- 
lations board decision against Rem- 
ington Rand. Inc.,, said: 

“Over 6,000 employes, with their 
families and dependents, are sub- 
jected to the miseries of a_ pro- 
longed strike, the people of six 
communities experience the eco- 
nomic hardships that: inevitably re- 
sult when an accustomed source of 
income is suddenly withdrawn, 
these same communities are turned 
into warring camps and unreason- 
ing hatreds are created that lead 
to abuses alien to a sane civiliza- 
tion—all because the ~ respondent 
refused to recognize the rights of 
6,000 employes.” 

These atrocities summarized by 
the board were committed by Rem- 
ington Rand, Ine., in carrying out 
its subversive policy of violating 
the national labor relations act 
passed by congress and signed by 
President Roosevelt. 

Now that the labor board has 
found Remington Rand, Inc., guilty 
of persistently violating a federal 
statute passed to protect working 
men and women in their right to 
organize in bona fide unions and 
carry on trade union work without 
being victimized by employers, it 
would seem that the social security 
board might find a way to cancel 
this contract which truns over 
federal funds for the benefit of 
such a notorious law-violating com- 
pany.
